"H e said tli.it Biddle 'missed the point’ by brushing 
aside committee testimony by Sidney I hllm an, P A C chair­ 
man. that five unions contributed $100,000 each to P A C , 
and eight others gave from $10,000 to $50,000. A report 


filed with the clerk of the I louse listed $8 0,000 in contri­ 
butions to the P A C from the C IO ’s Electrical, Radio and 
Machine W orkers U nion . 
Evidence could be multiplied endlessly that the mem­ 
bers of the C IO unions have little say, first, on the question 
of whether they make a "v o lu n ta ry" donation to H ill­
